AGREEMENT ON 


OIL WITH JAPS 


Nipponese Lose 1,800,- 


000 Tons Yearly by 


Pact Suspension 


Batavia, Netherlands East In- 


dies, July 28 (AP)—• The agree- 
ment of last year whereby Ja- 
pan was to receive 1,800,000 tons 
of oil annually from the Neth- 
erlands East Indies has been 
suspended by the Dutch and all 
monetary and commercial deal- 
ings with Japan have been 
placed on a special permit basis. 


The extent of the economic 


measures was outlined early to- 
day at a session of the People's 
Councfrof this Dutch Colony_by 
H. J. Van Mook, Director of 
Economic Affairs, who has been 
the chief economic negotiator 
with the Japanese. 


Japan's prospective intake of 


oil from the largely American 
and British owned properties 
here had been stepped up from 
494,000 tons a year to the 1300,- 
000 figure by an agreement an- 
nounced last Nov. 13. 


It was worked out among- 


Dutch Colonial officials, the oil 
companies, Ichiro Kobayashi, 
representing the Tokyo govern- 
ment, and Tadaharu Mukai, 
chairman of the vast Mitsui in- 
terests of Japan.

Tokyo. July 28 (AP).—-Japan has 


sufficient human and material re- 
sources, says her new finance minis- 
ter, Matasune Ogura. to proceed 
with her plans for a greater East 
Asia order despite economic pressure 
by the United States and Great 
Britain. 


Japan's privy council, in the pres- 


ence of Emperor Hirohito, ratified 
today the Japanese-French accord 
under which Japan is moving troops, 
u-arplanes and warships into south- 
eastern Asia for further occupation 
of French Indo-China. 


Members of the council, accord- 


ing to the authoritative Japanese 
news agency Domei, further "en- 
couraged the government to be pre- 
pared to cope with any situation 
which may arise in the East Asia 
co-prosperity sphere! 


"Joint Defense" 


Dome! said this exhortation, look- 


ing toward the need for still further 
action in the southwestern Pacific, 
was voted by the council's investiga- 
tion committee which recommended 
to the whole council favorable ac- 
tion on the pact. 


Japanese call the agreement one 


for "joint defense" of the French 
colony. 


Ogura, an industrialist called "the 


Knudsen of Japan.'' told the Jap- 
anese press yesterday the American- 
British action "had been surmised 
beforehand." 


"Furthermore," he predicted, "the 


reciprocal measures taken by Britain 
and the United States eventually 
will prove painful to the two coun- 
tries so long as Japan's economic 
resources remain sound and strong." 


One Phase Flaps 


One big phase of Japan's greater 


East Asia "co-prosperity sphere" 
program blew up during the "week- 
end, Reuters, British news agency, 
indicated today in reporting from 
Batavia that the Netherlands East 
Indies was claiming 
control on 


foreign exchange transactions with 
Japan. 


All exports to Japan, Manchoukuo, 


China and French Indo-Chma will 
require special licenses, it said.

NE hundred and eighty-nine years ago travelers from 


_ York to Virginia would have traversed the lower end of 
Adams county on the provincial highway, York to Hanover 
(then known as McAllisterstown) to Littlestown (variously | 
called Petersburg, Peter Little's Town etc.) to Taneytown 
to Frederick and southward. 


In the rich lands of Conewago township (Adams county) 


they would have found pioneers among the earliest of Adams 
county . . . pioneers who selected this site because of. its 
heavy forests, fertile soil, winding streams and the beauty of 
nature's handiwork. 


At what is now the nationally known Hanover Stock 


Farms they would have passed an old stone and log mill 
wned by Martin Kitzmiller. This famous old mill stood until 
.. few years ago when the ravages of time and modern in- 
fluence invoked its final destruction. Fortunately, a rare 
photograph of the mill was preserved and will be reproduced 
* future installment of this series. 


The Kitzmiller Mill was erected on a tract of land war- 


ranted to John Digges by the Province of Maryland. Its site 
was also within the boundaries claimed by the heirs of 
William Penn. It was inevitable that conflict over such juris- 
diction should lead to trouble, and it did. 


Fortunately for historical purposes all available material 


collected, collated and edited by the late Edward McPherson, 
of Gettysburg, have been preserved. Among his numerous 
papers and documents which were given generous recognition 
Mr. McPherson, more than- a half century ago, prepared for 
publication in The Star and Sentinel a series of articles con- 
taining the facts in the Dudley Digges-Jacob Kitzmffler feud. 
Other articles on the subject appeared in the Gettysburg 
Compiler. 


The controversy involving these two men resulted in the 


slaying of Digges by Kitzmiller on February 26, 1752. The 
tragedy was the climax of a bitter dispute that waged for 
some time between these two families. It incited high feel- 
ing.

He was eventually acquitted. 


Mr. McPherson, author of the series, was a descendant 


of a notable Adams county family of Scotch-Irish Presby- 
terian extraction. He was learned in the law as were other 
members of his family past and present. 


He was the youngest son of John B. and Catharine 


(Lenhart) McPherson. Born in Gettysburg July 31, 1830 he 
attended the public schools of Gettysburg. 
He was valedic- 


torian of his class of 1848 at Pennsylvania (now Gettysburg) 
College. He developed an early taste for politics and jour- 
nalism but acceded to the request of his father and studied 
law with Thaddeus Stevens at Lancaster, Pennsylvania. His 
health failing he gave up his law studies and was employed 
on newspapers in Harrisburg, Philadelphia and Lancaster. 
In 1853 he started the Inland Dairy, said to be the first daily 
paper published in Lancaster. 


He first gained public recognition by the publication of 


ten letters in the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin in 1857. The 
object of these letters was to prove the soundness of the 
financial policy which demanded the sale by the state of its 
main line of public improvements. He published other letters 
on public questions and topics and delivered numerous 
addresses. 


In 1858 Mr. McPherson was elected to the 36th Congress 


from the Adams, Franklin. Bedford, and Juniata district and 
was re-elected in 1860. In 1862 he was defeated and in 
1863 President Lincoln appointed him Deputy Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue in which capacity he served eight months 
when he was chosen Clerk of the House of Representatives 
for the 38th Congress. He held this position through the 
43rd Congress and was reappointed to serve in the 47th Con- 
gress, the longest continuous service in that position any one 
had served up to that time. 


He wa^ Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 


under President Hayes. His speeches and publications on 
political and historical subjects and timely topics attracted 
wide acclaim and his handbooks of politics are compilations 
of the political record of men and parties during those years, 
1872 to 1886. 


Mr. McPherson served as voluntary aide on the staff of 


Genera] McCall, commauding the Pennsylvania Reserves, 
with the view of studying the wants and organization of the 
army, and to fit himself for intelligent legislative action on 


those subjects. He served on many important Congressional 
Committees, was a regent of the Smithsonian Institute; a 
member of the Republican National Committee for 40 years; 
delegate to state conventions and permanent President of 
the Republican National Convention of 1876. He received 
an LL.D. Degree from Pennsylvania (now Gettysburg) Col- 
lege in 1867. 
Mr. McPherson died in Gettysburg December 14, 1895 


and was buried in Evergreen Cemetery, Gettysburg. 


The Gettysburg Times now takes pleasure in republish- 


ing all the data on the subject as compiled and published by 
Mr McPherson in The Star and Sentinel and other papers 
fifty odd years ago. There will also be published with this 
series a new map of "Digges' Choice," especially prepared for 
The Gettysburg Times, showing the boundary of Digges' first 
survey and of his later resurvey. A reproduction of a steel 
engraving of Mr. McPherson accompanies this article. These 
records are presented in the belief that they will be of interest 
to our readers.

Other articles on the subject appeared in the Gettysburg

The controversy involving these two men resulted in the 
slaying of Digges by Kitzmiller on February 26, 1752. 
The 
tragedy was the climax of a bitter dispute that waged for 
some time between these two families, 
It incited high feel­ 
ing. 
Both Provinces claimed jurisdiction in the trial of the 
defendant. 
Pennsylvania and Maryland had wrangled for 
years over the location of the boundary line that separated 
the two Provinces. 
Finally, Pennsylvania’s Supreme Court, sitting at York, 
Pennsylvania, reserved the right to bring Kitzmiller to trial. 
He was eventually acquitted. 
Mr. McPherson, author of the series, was a descendant 
of a notable Adams county family of Scotch-Irish Presby­ 
terian extraction. 
Ile was learned in the law as were other 
members of his family past and present. 
He was the youngest son of John B. and Catharine 
(Lenhart) McPherson. 
Born in Gettysburg July 31, 1830 he 
attended the public schools of Gettysburg. 
He was valedic­ 
torian of his class of 1848 at Pennsylvania (now Gettysburg) 
College. 
He developed an early taste for politics and jour­ 
nalism but acceded to the request of his father and studied 
law with Thaddeus Stevens at Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 
His 
health failing he gave up his law studies and was employed 
on newspapers in Harrisburg, Philadelphia and Lancaster. 
In 1853 he started the Inland Daily, said to be the first daily 
paper published in Lancaster. 
He first gained public recognition by the publication of 
ten letters in the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin in 1857. The 
object of these letters was to prove the soundness of the 
financial policy which demanded the sale by the state of its 
main line of public improvements. He published other letters 
on public questions and topics and delivered numerous 
addresses. 
In 1858 Mr. McPherson was elected to the 36th Congress 
rom the Adams, Franklin, Bedford, and Juniata district and 
was re-elected in 1860. 
In 1862 he was defeated and in 
1863 President Lincoln appointed him Deputy Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue in w hich capacity he served eight months 
when he was chosen Clerk of the House of Representatives 
for the 38th Congress. 
He held this position through the 
43rd Congress and was reapjxdnted to serve in the 47th Con 
gress, the longest continuous service in that position any one 
had served up to that time. 
He was Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
under President Hayes. 
His speeches and publications on 
political and historical subjects and timely topics attracter; 
wide acclaim and his handbooks of politics are compilations 
of the political record of men and parties during those years 
1872 to 1886. 
Mr. McPherson served as voluntary aide on the staff 0 
General McCall, commanding the Pennsylvania Reserves, 
with the view' ot studying the wants and organization of the 
army, and to fit himself for intelligent legislative action on

lege iii 1867. 
Mr. McPherson died in Gettysburg December 14, 1895 
and was buried in Evergreen Cemetery, Gettysburg.

Jap Major Lands

Three Japanese bombers swooped 


down on Saigon's modern air field, 
coinciding with arrival of several 
Japanese army trucks from Hanoi, 
in the north where Japan has had 
concessions for months. They were 
but the vanguard of naval and mili- 
tary forces. 


Naval and transport ships are 


expected to arrive at Saigon Sunday, 
Monday or Tuesday.
